The servant who received a pou nd 
and increased it to 10 pou nds was 
commended for his su ccessfu l en­ 
deavor in private enterprise. Jesu s 
did not say to that man, as He 
did to another on a different oc­ 
casion, ‘Go sell all and give to 
the poor.’ 
Jesu s recognized the 
rights of private property, and 
private ownership of wealth. The 
commu nistic 
experiment 
of the 
early disciples was stu pid in view 
of the fact that Jesu s tajjght ju st 
the opposite. 
The pou nd of the 
man who had not lab ored was 
given to the man who cou ld u se 
it in creating more wealth—cer­ 
tainly that did not advocate soc­ 
ialism, fascism, nor state inter­ 
ference.” 
When last heard from, 
the man was still of the opinion 
that Jesu s was a socialist and 
that deism was all wrong b ecau se 
it did not possess an infallib le 
Bib le.

Each morning , even be­ 
fore the calisthenics is started, he 
holds a blackboard skull drill and 
teaches the fundamentals of base­ 
ball. 
A big leag ue manag er g ets 
the finished product—the minor 
leag ue manag er deals with the 
raw stuff, boys who often don’t 
even know the elementáis of the 
g ame. 
Kiki told me that he had had 
young sters who, while they could 
hit and run, didn’t know enoug h 
to tag up before advancing a base 
after an outfield fly. 
“I have had rookies arg ue with 
me about tag g ing up, claiming 


they didn’t play 
th at way at 
home,” Cuyler told me. 
“I have 
had rookie pitchers rig ht from 
the hills, who had never heard of 
a sig nal and who g ot mad as hell 
when a catcher told them w hat to 
throw.” 
They always point out 
that the pitcher is the big man on 
the team where they come from, 
and no c; „‘her was g onna tell 
them how to chuck.

YORBA LINDA, March 11.—A member o f the thin­ 
ning ranks o f Civil war veterans, Burto n William Crandell, 
who ho lds the distinctio n o f being the o nly surviving mem­ 
ber o f the Unio n army living in Orange co unty , passed 
ano ther milesto ne in his life y esterday by celebrating his 
9 0th birthday anniversary in Yo rba Linda where he lives 
with Mr. and Mrs. Jo hn Wo o dward. 
With a throng of friends calling1 
to ex tend “Uncle Burt” their con­ 
gratulations, yesterday was a fes­ 
tive occasion for this man whose 


i-' 


span of life has covered 24 presi­ 
dential elections, three 
wars 
in 
which the United States partici­ 
pated, the laying of the Atlantic 
cab le, the invention of the “horse­ 
less carriage,” the Wright Broth­ 
ers’ first airplane flight, the sink­ 
ing of the “Maine” in Havana har­ 
b or, and the growth of this nation 
from a handfull of states to its 
present size. 
But his thoughts went racing 
b ack through history 
yesterday, 
past the rise of a war-crazed Eu­ 
ropean dictator, past the assassi­ 
nation of Archduke Ferdinand at 
Serejevo, past “Teddy” Roosevelt 
and the “b ig stick,” and so 
on 
through the decades to a memor­ 
ab le day in 1865 when he lay in 
a Washington hospital recovering 
from a severe head wound. 
It was on this day that Ab ra­ 
ham Lincoln visited the hospital, 
and after seeing Crandell, then a 
lad of 15, ex claimed, “My God! I 
didn’t know they were 
taking 
them out of the cradle.” Where­ 
upon, he gave the youthful soldier 
his personal discharge from ser­ 
vice, a document he has kept to 
this day and of which he is very 
proud. 
Crandell, the 
‘only 
surviving 
memb er of the G. A. R. Malvern 
► Hill Post, 131, Fullerton, 
joined 
the Union army at the age of 12 
• and under peculiar circumstances. 
In those days, 
he 
recalls, 
one 
could “b eat the draft” b y hiring 
someone to enlist in his place, and 
after b eing offered $400, which he 
never received, he struck out from 
his home in Cohoes, New York, to 
join the 52nd regiment in New 
York City. He went into the Un­ 
ion army as a drummer b oy, b ut 
never carried anything b ut a mus­ 
ket. 
The Union veteran went through 
two years of campaigning with the 
army of 
the 
repub lic, 
fighting 
under Generals McClelland 
and 
Hancock. He was emb roiled in the 
famous Battle of Gettysb urg and 
was 
wounded 
at 
Spottsavania 
Court House, Pennsylvania. 
The Woodwards are not related 
to him. b ut are only close friends 
He has no close relations living 
and has made his home in Cali 
fornia with the Woodwards for the 
past 12 years. 
Crandell doesn’t ex actly know 
what accounts for his long life, 
which two severe head and sev­ 
eral hand and arm wounds sus­ 
tained in the Civil War failed to 
impede, unless it has b een eating 
anything he pleases without wor­ 
rying ab out the consequences, as 
ex emplified b y the share of b irth­ 
day cake he had yesterday.

A WELCOME AWAITS YOUÍ 
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HOW NOT TO ECONOMIZE 
One wav for a city government or a school board 
not to economize is to send members of the coun­ 
cil or board to conventions. 
The other day the school board appropriated a 
tidy sum to send three men to attend a con­ 
vention in the East. 
One man wasn’t enough. 
Last week the city council sent ore of its mem­ 
bers, D. W. Kelsey, to Fresno to attend a meet­ 
ing of the League of Municipalities. 
It approp­ 
riated $50 for a three-day trip. 
Fifty dollars doesn’t seem lik e much in these 
days when governments talk in figures of mil­ 
lions and billions, but fifty dollars here and an­ 
other fifty there and then another hundred or 
so and pretty soon it adds up to a neat figure. 
But there’s this question. 
How can one ex­ 
pect the city government to economize in large 
sums when it squanders pennies and dollars. 
Last year the council sent Kelsey back to Ohio 
to attend a convention of police chiefs. 
A goodty 
amount of money was appropriated to defray 
expenses and then he was given a credit card 
on one of the oil companies so he wouldn’t have 
to dip into the cash for gasoline and oil. 
Maybe 
he’s our ambassador of good will. 
If Kelsey is so interested in city government 
why doesn’t he pay his own expenses? 
Mayor 
M. M. McCallen of Huntington Beach attended 
the same meeting in Fresno and paid his own ex­ 
penses. 
He didn’t ask the people of his com­ 
munity to finance a three-day outing. 
But apparently Councilman Kelsey doesn’t be­ 
lieve in economy in government. And he is back ­ 
ed by other members of the council. 


A GOOD INVESTMENT 
The individualistic position of a Chamber of 
Commerce to any community has long been rec

cerity will accomplish his aims. 
The movement now in progress to publicize this 
community as a desirable residence section not 
only is being liberally supported financially, but 
enthusiastically endorsed as having a logical 
foundation.

If that advice is followed the country 
will be deprived of a leadership for which the 
by a wide margin of votes, but the America First 
need today is obviously greater than ever. 
The forces of internationalism won their victory 
campaigners can nevertheless find a good deal 
of solid accomplishment to reward them for their 
effort. 
Scores of representatives and senators, 
thank s to America First, have been obliged to 
go on record against America’s entrance into the 
war. Spok esmen for the administration have felt 
the necessity of publicly renewing their pledges 
against war. 
If the public had not been 
aroused to the 
threatened danger there is little doubt that the 
enactment of the bill would have been widely 
accepted both here and abroad, not only as a vote 
of confidence in Mr. Roosevelt but as an invita­ 
tion to him to proceed with all haste along the 
road to war. 
As it is, the administration and its 
congressional followers are pledged to regard the 
bill as nothing more than an authorization to 
lend material aid to Britain, subject to our own 
requirements. 
If Mr. Roosevelt now leads us into 
war it will in violation not only of his cam­ 
paign speeches and his party platform but of 
the solemn promises which attended the passage 
of the lease -1 end bill. 
The America First movement must remain on 
guard to see that the promises are k ept. Congress­

We read much nowadays about legislation to 
prevent or reduce strik es. 
We do not want any legislation to prevent 
strik es. 
To do so would lead to more govern­ 
ment regulation of private contracts. 
All we 
need is to repeal some of the legislation that in­ 
terferes w ith private labor contracts and the gov­ 
ernm ent to protect the w ork ers who are conscien­ 
tious and w ant to live up to a contract. If we would 
do this, then those patriotic work ers who have a 
respect for the rights of others and love of their 
country and their freedom, would work and strik es 
would not be effective, provided the government 
did its duty and prevented strik e break ers from 
intimidating, or k illing, or maiming, or threaten­ 
ing those who want to work .

It has been suggested repeatedly by well-mean’ 
ing people that we enact some law lik e the rail­ 
road labor mediation act.

owner of railroads has been concerned. 
It has 
made a political monopoly for those work ing on 
the railroad. 
It has not a t all promoted justice 
and free exchanges. 
It is a form of totalitarian 
state. 
Railroad labor has collected millions of 
dollars for work that has never been 
done, 
under this law, where the politicians are the ref­ 
erees. The work ers always have more votes than 
the employers and the w ork ers do not seem to 
understand that when costs are increased that 
these extra costs m ust be passed on to the con­ 
sum er or consume the capital and k ill the job.

MODEST MR. STANLEY 
(Ba ltimo re Ev ening Sun) 
On the evening of Feb. 6 Dr. Wendell M. Stanley 
received the 19 41 gold medal of the Institute of the 
City of New York in recognition of his having, in 
19 35, crystalized the tobacco mosaic virus, cause of 
the disease k nown as tobacco mosaic. His work is 
important, since its crystalization proved that the 
virus is a chemical agent and not a micro-organism 
and, consequently, that infectious diseases are not 
necessarily caused by 
microscopic animals and 
plants, as bacteriologists once believed. It is also 
im portant because among the virus diseases are in­ 
fantile paralysis and influenza, and a better k now­ 
ledge of those diseases. 
An ordinary man might have been expected to 
receive the honor without question, but not Dr. 
Stanley, as his speech of acceptance, which appears 
in the current issue of Science, discloses. Dr. Stan­ 
ley approached the m atter of the medal with the 
same care, the same close reasoning and the same 
conscientious distinction between the true and the 
false which m ust have guided him in the research 
in his laboratory. 
In the first place, he questioned whether he had 
a right to claim the first crystalization of the virus. 
That, he said, was first accomplished by nature. 
Not only that, but he was also of the opinion that 
Iwanosk i had accomplished the feat as far back as 
19 04, though Iwanosk i was not aware of w hat he 
was doing. Furtherm ore, said Dr. Stanley, the pio­ 
neer work of Dr. Vinson was notable, for it indi­ 
cated that tobacco mosaic was susceptible to chem­ 
ical attack , and Dr. Holmes should be credited 
with his demonstration that tobacco mosaic would 
cause local lesions and spots. This k nowledge, he 
said, had proved very useful to him in his own 
experiments. 
Finally, Dr. Stanley admitted that 
the proximity of his own laboratory at Princeton 
to the laboratory of plant pathology enabled him 
to consult plant and animal pathologists at a 
moment’s notice. 
“As a m atter of fact,” concluded Dr. Stanley, 
“in retrospect, it is difficult to see how the com­ 
bination of factors which I have just described 
could have resulted otherwise than in the isolation 
and crystalization of tobacco mosaic virus.” 
Equally important, it would seem, is Dr, Stan­ 
ley’s successful isolation of that virus k nown as 
“modesty.” 
If more people could be infected with 
it the world might be considerably happier than 
it is.

WILL WAR POLICIES BECOME 
PERMANENT? 


In a letter written to me short­ 
ly before he 
died, Newton D. 
Bak er, former secretary of war, 
said that after the armistice in 
November, 19 18 , President Wilson 
had two anxieties. One, of course, 
was the League of Nations. The 
other was how he might restore 
back to Congress and to the peo 
pie the vast powers given him 
with which to W’age war and to 
do so as soon as possible and with 
the least disturbance to the na­ 
tion's business. Mr. Wilson w ant­ 
ed to surrender power. To him 
governmental controls over busi­ 
ness were necessary evils to be 
term inated as soon as the em er­ 
gency ended. The idea of a per­ 
m anent emergency never entered 
his mind. 
Just as at the present time, 
there were those who urged Mr. 
Wilson to retain war powers for 
the purpose of 
converting our 
free enterprise system into a per­ 
m anent socialistic economy. 
Mr. 
Wilson, however, adhered to his 
purpose. The railroads were hand- 
man- 
agers. Wheat, gasoline and doz­ 
ens of other commodities previ­ 
ously governed by price controls 
were allowed to seek their natural 
levels in a free mark et. And so 
the whole vast machinery of war 
was demobilized. 
We come to 19 41. Is there such 
a plan and purpose today? It is 
very much to be doubted. 
Up 
until 19 38 world tides were run­ 
ning toward free enterprise. They 
are now running toward social­ 
ism, fascisn or communism. This 
is illustrated by the fact that the 
lease-lend bill as written by the 
administration had no time limit 
whatever. The powers which the 
bill would vest in the executive 
would remain there permanently, 
to be used in the sole discretion 
of the executive for years to come 
—at least whenever 
c o n f l i c t 
abroad might give the excuse of 
national defense. And as there is 
nearly always some war, some­ 
where, with respect to which it 
might be said that American in­ 
terests 
were 
involved, 
reasons 
could be given for the indefinite 
continuance of presidential m an­ 
agement of the nation’s business, 
under the lease-lend bill. 
National defense must be had 
but there are those in W ashing­ 
ton who sincerely believe in N a­ 
tional Socialism; who consider it 
fortunate that they can k ill two 
birds with one stone, L *. defend 


against foreign foes and extend 
American fascism at 
the same 
time. 
We had price fixing in a num­ 
ber of im portant commodities dur­ 
ing the World war. It is wholly 
lik ely that we will have it again. 
It once imposed under the doc­ 
trine of national emergency will 
it ever be lifted? 
A recent speech at the College 
of Agriculture of Cornell Univer­ 
sity by Dr. F. A. Pearson de­ 
serves a wide reading. Dr. Pear­ 
son is a noted defended of our 
free enterprise system. W hatever 
may be said for price fixing of 
commodities in time of war, he is 
certain that if it is carried over 
into peacetime, 
the nation will 
then be doing the same thing as 
the totalitarian powers. He con­ 
tends that if this is our program 
there is little 
reason 
to 
arm 
against the dictators because we 
will have embraced their philoso­ 
phies. 
He says: “If our politics 
favor this method (price fixing) 
then we have no quarrel with the 
axis powers and hence should not 
be occupied with arm am ent.” In 
a free m ark et when prices are 
permitted 
to attain 
their own 
level they “are the final judgment 
of millions of persons. The com­ 
bined judgment of millions is a 
much 
more 
accurate 
appraisal 
than the judgment of a commit­ 
tee, Both the judgment of the 
millions and that of the commit­ 
tee, although correct at one mo­ 
ment, may be wrong the next. As 
conditions change, the judgment 
of the millions changes according­ 
ly, with no reference to previous 
conditions. It tak es the commit­ 
tee a long time to mak e up its 
mind that it was wrong, and still 
more time to admit it.” 
Price fixing once begun, lik e a 
pebble thrown Into a pond, moves 
in an ever - widening circle. 
It 
tak es a resolute man, lik e Presi­ 
dent Wilson, to stop it. A few 
months ago the government be­ 
gan its experiment of fixing the 
price of soft coal. The price was 
higher than the previous m ark et 
price. This placed coal in a more 
disadvantageous position with ref­ 
erence to competing fuels, for ex­ 
ample, fuel oil. Consequently to 
maintain former volume of coal 
sales, w ithout loss of work to coal 
miners, the inevitable next thing 
to do is to also fix the price of 
fuel oil. Or, as has been proposed, 
place a tax on fuel oil so as tov 
destroy the 
advantage oil . pos-f 
sessed as the result of arbitrarily 
raising .the price of coal. 
This is but one illustration of 
hundreds that could be given. It 
is to be noted that whenever gov­ 
ernment fixes prices at which a 
commodity sells, it must to a 
greater or less extent also fix all 
other prices which enter into the 
final cost; and this includes the 
wages of labor. It is impossible to 
control prices without also con­ 
trolling wages sooner or 
later. 
This is exactly what H itler does 
as German work men well k now. 
Shall we permit fascism to en­ 
throne itself in America while we 
are fighting it abroad? Copies of 
Dr. Pearson’s informative speech 
will be supplied by America’i Fu­ 
ture, Inc., 205 East 42nd strati.
